damental, the basic law, distinctly 
states that the term of probate judges 
shall be for six years, or until their 
successors are elected and qualified. 
It also provides that a probate judge 
must qualify within twenty days after 
election. : 

Following, then, 
the newly élected probate judge be- 
came the judge of the court on the. 
29th day of November last, provided 
he qualified as the law requires. 

It is reasonable to suppose that 
Judge-Elect Smith complied with the 
law. He wanted the office enough ta 
run for it, and it is natural to. assume 
that having wanted it and having se- 

}cured it by election, he made all legal 
preparations to enter upon the dis- 
charge of the duties of the office. 

But the statute law, ignoring, seem- 
ingly, the constitutional law, steps in 
and says the probate judge shall as- 
sume office on Monday after the ‘first

The Jefferson Legend. 

The legend has it that Thomas Jef- 
ferson, }:.0r to taking the oath of of- 
fice as president of the United States, 
rode to the capitol on’ horse back, 
practica'ly unattended, tied his horse 
to a fence rail, and then mounted the 
platform in an extremely democratic 
manner to take the oath of office.

NEW IN ASTRONOM 


Prof. McMillan of Chicago Univer- 
sity Doubts Nebelar 
Theory. 


If One Could Throw Baseball Hard 
Enough It Would Never Touch 
Earth—Sun Must Eventually Ex- 

haust Its Energy. 


Kansas City, Mo.—Could you stand 
on top of a high building and throw a 
paseball around the earth? Certainly, 
says William Duncan McMillan, profes- 
sor of astronomy in the University of 
Chicago, “if you throw it hard enoygh, 

“The moon,” -he said, “is falling to 
ward the cores the rate of one-twen- 
tieth’ of an inch a ‘second, and the 
earth is: falling toward the ‘sun at the 
rate of one-eighth of an inch. every 19 
miles. But. the moon never will fall 
into tha earth and <he earth never will 
fall into the aum, ‘The reason is that 
while the earthy is falling toward the 
‘gun, at the same time It is falling out- 
ward from it ‘guificiently to keep the 
same relative distance. _ If you stand 


on top of a high ‘building and drop a. 


baseball it will travel ‘to the ground 
in a straight line. But if ‘you throw it 
outward it will.reach the ground in a 
curve, and the farther. you throw it the 
greater will: be ‘the arc it will de- 
scribe. ‘If you should throw it far 
enough it wouldn't strike the-ground 
at all, but would: continue in a curve 
all around the earth and come back 
to your hand. .That is what the earth 
is doing—it is being thrown around the 
sun every 24 hours and never strikes 
it.” D .

the outer mass which sets up fric- 
tion.” . :

Funds ‘to Fight Tuberculosis. 

Based on reports from all parts of 
the United States the National Asso- 
ciation for the Study and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis has issued a statement 
which shows that in 1910 nearly $15,- 
000,000 was spent in the fight against 
tuberculosis, as opposed to -$8,000,000 
spent in 1909. The largest item of ex- 
pense in 1910 was for treatment in 
‘sanatoria and hospitals, $11,376, 500 be- 
ing expended for that purpose, or 
more than double the amouzt for 1909. 
The -anti-tuberculosis associations 
spent: $760,500, and the tuberculosis 
dispensaries $889,000. The special mu- 
nicipal and state expenditures aggre- 
gated$1,750,000. 

The statement declares that the 
most significant fact in the survey of 
the year’s work is the increase in the 
percentage of public money spent. 
While in 1909 63.5 per cent. of the 
‘total expenditure was from federal, 
state, municipal or county funds, 62.6 
per cént. came from public appropria- 
tions in 1910. The actual amoynt of 
public money spent in tuberculosis 
work this past year was $9,267,900, or 
more than double the amount “trom 
this same source in 
indicates, the national association de- 
clares, that anti-tuberculosis associa- 
‘tions are’ gaining ground, by securing 
increased appropriations from public 
money.

Governor 0’Neal’s 
Inaugural Address 


The inaugural address of Governor 
Emmet O’Neal, delivered in Montgom- 
ery, Was an able state paper, written 
‘in ‘Mr. O’Neal’s usually excellent style. 

He recounts the various prohibition 
statutes that were enacted and the 
additional statutes intended to give 
effect to the first enacted. Then came 
the amendment, which he declares 
was the “offspring -of that fatal union. 
of intolerance and bigotry which has 
filled the* pages. of history with the 
darkest chapters of human folly and 
tyranny.” The defeat of the amend: 
‘ment he regards as wise and benefi- 
cent, and he affirms that the reaffir- 
mation 4f local option by the Mont- 
gomery convention was & return. to 
party creed and: binding jupon the par- 
ty representatives. Temperance is a/ 
practical question, says Mr. O’Neal, 
and he asserts that “where abolition 
of the liquor evil has failed, regula- 
tion is the only remedy left. Then 
comes the crux of the message so far 
as legislative suggestion is concerned. 
The governor said in. part: 

“In my opinion prohibition should 
be the established policy of the state, 
with a general local option law to 
take effect at the next general elec- 
tion. Yet we know that the largest 
cities, and certain of the largest coun- 
ties of the state not only expect, but 
demand, immediate relief from the 
present deplorable and shameful con- 
ditions and violations of the law _by 
prompt legislative action. Their rep- 
resentatives were nominated _and 
elected under pledges to give such re- 
lief. They know the wishes and sen- 
timents of their people, and upon 
them is the responsibility to ask that 
their counties be excepted from the 
general rule.” 

As to thé character of the liquor 
to be sold, Mr. O'Neal says: “We 
should prohibit the sale, under what- 
ever name they may be offered, ofall 
spirits. compounded in ‘whole or in 


part of alcohol, either with or with 


out add coloring or flavoring mat 
ter, or Which are produced in any 
other way than by the legitimate 
methods of. distillation and ageing as 
required by the most advanced pure 
food laws.”

ANSWERS QUESTIONS 


CONCRNING THE BOND ISSUE FOR 
BUILDING GOOD ROADS IN 
TALLADEGA COUNTY 


To the Voters of Talledega Coun- 
ty: Gentlemen:—Answering _in- 
quiries as to the cost of the pro- 
posed bond issue for roads I beg 
to say the proposed’ bond issue is 
$300,000 and the interest figured 
at the rate ot 5 per cent per an- 
num, would be 15,000. Our pres- 
ent tax assessment for Talladega 
County is somewhat in excess of 
$10,000,000; so, the tax levy to 
raise $15,000 thereon would be 


$1.50per thousand. Each tax pay-|. 


er would pay in addition to his 
present taxes atthe rate of $1.50 
per thousand increase. 

To the question, “Why not take 

one-half of the $30,000 now used 
for road purposes and pay the in- 
terest therewith on the bond issue 
and not raise taxes at all?” the an- 
swer is, to satisfy aJl the voters of 
the county, it is necessary that all 
roads in the county continue to be 
improved and this can easily be 
done if we use our present road 
fund on roads net to be improved 
ry the proceeds of the bond issue 
and use the proposed bond issue 
to improve roads constitutiug the 
main trunk lines of the county. 

To the question. “ What roads. 
are to be improved?” I beg to 
say, my understanding is that the 
Court of County Commissioners 
will not call any election to vote 
bonds on road improvements un- 
less practically -a majority of the 
voters of the county petition them 
todo so; but, in the event such 
petition is filed, then it is proposed 
in the call for the election, to set 
out—what roads are to be improv- 
ed with the proceeds of the bond 
sales. 


The ideais, there is to be no}: 


snap judgment in the matter, but 
each voter is to be informed as to 
just what is to be done in the 
premises. 

In the foregoing statements I 
wish it understood that I am not 
advised as to what the Commis- 
sioners will do and am only sstat- 
ing what has been told me asa 
mere outsider. 

To my own mind it is absolute- 
ls essential to change the line and 
grade of our roads and properly 
drain them before we can hope 
to get much increased benefit. 

As things now exist one mud 
hole or one high hill limits the 
load; whereas, if the roads were 
practically a uniform; grade and 
currectly drained, the capacity of 
the wagon would limit the load. 
Then, by placing the road on a 


NEW FACES. 
(N CONGRESS 


Washington, April 5.--The interest: 
ing situation of a democratic house 


and republican senate meeting to 
consider a Taft administration 
measure, directs unusual attep- 
tion to the convening of the sixty- 
second congress in extraordinary 
session at noon today. The polit- 
ical complexion of the two branch- 
es of congress will be as follows:— 

House—Democrats, 228; repub- 
licans, 160; socialist, 1; vacancies, 
2—the ninth Iowa and the sec- 
ocd Pennsylvania districts. 

Senate—Republicans, 50; demo- 
crats, 41; vacancy, 1, from Colo- 
rado. _ 

The roll calls in the two branch- 
es will show! some remarkable 
changes from the last session. 

. In the house the democrats will 
show a gain of 54 members and 
the republicans a loss of 55, the 
socialist. member, Victor Berger, 
of Milwaukee, accqunting for the 
difference in the equation: 

By reason of the change result- 
ing from the election last Novem- 
ber, new faces be seen, not 
only in the membership of the 
house, but in the whole organiza- 
tion. Republican employes in 
great number will go out and their 
places will be filled by democrats. 

Choice rooms in the capitol and 
the house office building, now 
controlled by the republicans, will 
be surrendered to the representa- 
tives of the party which is to gath- 
er up the house reins. 

Instead of the 59 republicans 
who occupied seats in the senate 
on March 4, there will be only 50 
today. The ranks of the minority 
will be increased from 32 to41,and 
42, when the vacancy in Calorado 
is filled. There was one vacancy 
in the last session, caused by. the 
death of the late Senator Hughes 
of Colorado. 

More notable ‘event than, the 
large number of new faces in the 
senate and the house -will be ab- 
sence of somany_ veteran legisla- 
tors. The speaker’s marble ros- 
trum will not resound with the 
vigorous whacks of the Cannon 
gavel, for Mr. Cannon will appear 
in the ranks of the minority. , 

Veterans of manf legislative 
struggles will be missed from the 
house floor. Chief among those 
whose absence will loom large will 
be Tawney, of Minnesota; Boutell, 
of Illinois; Scott, of Kansas; Mc- 
Kinley, of California; Bennett, Fish,| 
Parsons and Cockes, of New York; 
Hull and Smith, of Iowa; Denby 
of Michigan, and Keifer, of Ohio. 

Four members—Hitchcock, of 
Nebraska; Poindexter, of Washing- 
ton; Gronna, of North Dakota; and 
Townsend, of Michigan, have been 
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ator Elkins, and Piles, of Washing- 
ton, succeeded by former Repre- 
sentative . Poindexter, whiie the 
place of Senator Depew was filled 
after a long struggle by the - elec- 
tion of Justice James A. O’Gorman. 

The Iowa legislature has beer 
dead-locked for several weeks 
over an effort to elect a senator 
to fill the unexpired portion of the 
termpf the late Jonathan P. Dolli- 
ver. Lafayette Young, of Des 
Moines, is sitting as the- junior 
member from that state.

SOME COTTON 


The PRESS gladly gives space to 
the following communication from 


Oklahoma, asit comesfrom an 
old Chilton county man and refers 
to another of our citizens. It will, 
we hope be an inspiration to our 
farmers to “go thou and do. like- 
wise.” The letter js from Mr. 
G. W. Williams now residing near 
Bristow Okla, and the newspaper 
clipping is from the Bristow 
Record. 

The letter states. among other 
things: The paper neglected to 
state that I secured my seed from 
Mr. F. A. Gulledge of Verbena 
(Cooks Improved) and that the 
thirty-nine bales averaged 540 
pounds, equal to forty two: bales 
of 500 pounds each and was sold 
for the highest price of any cotton 
ever put on the market here. 

. The newspaper clipping reads: 

How about this for a Creek 
county farmer? 

On 27 acres of ordinary land he 
grew 39 bales of cotton. in the year 
1910. 

On five acres of landhe grew 
nine bales of cotton. 

This is the record of G. W. 
Williams, who came to this coun 
try from Alabama in the early 
part of last year, got a farm, took 
his selected seed and*put it in. 

Above is the record. .

ICAPT. VICTOR §. TEETER SHOT 
AND INSTANTLY KILLED IN 
THE DARK BY-G. C, ROBINSON 


G. C. Robinson,a barber, em- 
ployed at the Morris Hotel, shot 
and instantly killed Capt. Victor 
S. Teeter, foreman of No. 6 hose 
company at Third Avenue and 
Fifteenth street lastThursday night 
at 9:30 o’clock. Captain Teeter 
was shot five times one bullet 
penetrating the heart and two the 
lungs. He dropped to the street 
and was dead before an ambu- 
lanche could reach him. Dr. E. 
C. Gewin hurried to his side and 
administered.a powerful hypoder- 
mic but Mr. Teéter died in four 
minutes after the shooting. 

One bullet penetrated the heart 
and would have caused instant 
death; a second and third perforat- 
ed the lungs while two bullets 
took effect in the right arm and 
left shoulder. Captain Teeter 
bled profusely, botn internally and 
externally from his wounds. 

Robinson dashed down -Third 
Avenue towards Sixteenth street 
after the shooting, but was caught 
at the corner by G. F. Bowen, a 
fireman at No. 6. Captain Eagan, 
Detectiyes Moore, Sigsbee, Wren 
and Leonard were on the scene 
immediately and Robinson was 
turned over to them to prevent 
violence. 

Robinson boards next door to 
Captain Teeter’s home, 1604, 
Third Avenue, and. claims that he 
was washing his teeth last night 
at an open window on the side of 
the house next to Captain Teeter’s 
residence. He states that Mrs. 
Teeter reproved him but he made 
no reply. He went down to the 
wagon house at Fifteenth and 
Third to see Captain Teeter. 
Captain Teeter was sitting at a 
table with several’ other. firemen 
when Robinson appeared at the 
door of the house and called to 
him:' “Captain Teeter, I want to 
see you a _ minute.” Captain 
Teeter arose and they walked to 
the corner of the house. Accord- 
ing to statements of the firemen 
the two had-not been gone three 
minutes when ~_ ‘shots were 
heard. :

Dr: Gewin 
was nearby and he administered 
a sedative and Mrs. Teeter was 
carried home. She was in a seri- 
ous condition last night. 

G. F. Bowen who captured 
Robinson, gave the foliowing ac- 
count of the shooting: 

“We were playing dominoes 
when Robinson appeared at the 
door of the wagon house and told 
Captain Teeter he wanted to see 
him. He got up and: walked to 
the door and the man walked 


away. Captain Teeter followed — 


him and they had hardly been 
gone a minute when I heard the 
shooting. I rushed to the door 
in time to see him shoot | the last 
time, when Captain Teeter was. 
falling. Robinson ran up Third 
Avenue toward Sixteenth street 
and I followed him, I caught him 
at Sixteenth. He made_no resis- 
tance. Captain Teeter was in his 
shirtsleeves and had no idea 
that the man wanted to fight.” 
The claim that Captain Teeter 
cursed Robinson is doubted at the 
department as all the firemem 
who knew Captain Teeter state 
that they never heard him use an 
oath in his life. He was one of 
the most peaceable men_ in the 
fire department and his death 
caused high feeling at No. 6. 
Captain Teeter was 51 years 
old and is survived by a widow, 
but they have no children. He 
entered the services of the fire 
department on -August 8, 1880 and 
has been foreman of No. 6 for the 
past 15 years. He came to Bir- 


mingham from Toronto, Canada. - 


The killing of Captain Teeter 
caused an intense sensation in 
the fire department. Chief Ben- 
net was sitting upstairs in his 
room at the old Greener station 
when Captain Teeter ‘was killed. 
He was stupified when told that 
Captain Teeter had been killed. 

Earl Spangler, in Shaw’s ambu- 
lance, made a record run and ar- 
rived on the scene five -minutes 
after the. shooting, but Captain 
Teeter was already dead. His 
body was carried to Shaw’s par- 
lors, where it was prepared for 
‘ burial. No funeral arrangements 
have been made as yet.

A BILL INTRODUCED IN CONGRESS. 
BY MR. UNDERWOOD 


IT HELPS THE SOUTH. 


To place on the free list agricultural implements, cotton bagging, 
cotton ties, leather, boots and shoes, fence wire, meats, cereals, flour, 
bread, timber, lumber, sewing machines, salt, and other articles. 

Be It enacted by the Senate and the House of Representatjves of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That on and af- 
ter the day following the passage of this Act the following articles 
shall be exempt from duty when imported into the United States: 

Plows, tooth and disk harrows, headers, harvesters,reapers, agri- 
cultural drills and planters, mowers, horserakes, cultivators, threshing 
machines and cotton gins, farm wagons and farm carts, and all other 
agricultural implements of any kind and description, whether specific- 
ally mentioned herein or not, whether in whole or in parts, including 
repair parts,. 

Bagging for cotton, gunny cloth, and all similiar fabrics, materials 
or covering suitable for covering and baling cotton, composed in 
whole or in part of jute, jute butts; hemp, flax seg, Russian seg, New 
Zealand tow, aloe, mill waste, cotton tares, or any other materials or 
fibers suitable for covering cotton; and burlaps, and bags or sacks 
composed wholly or in part of jutes, burlaps or other materials suita- 
ble for bagging or sacklng agricultural products. 

Hoop or bond iron, hoop or band steel, cut to lengths, punched 
or not punched, or wholly or partly manufactured into hoops or ties 
coated or not coated with paint or any other preparation, with or 
without buckles or fastenings, for baling cotton or any other commo- 
dity and wire for baling hay, straw and other agricultural products. 

Grain, buff, split rough andssole leather, band, bend or belting 
leather, boots and shoes made wholly or in chief value of leather 
made from cattle hides and cattle skins of whatever weight; - of cattle 
of the bovine species, including calfskins, harness, saddles and saddle- 
ry in sets or in parts, finished or unfinished, composed wholly or in 
chief value of leather, and leather cut into shoe uppers or vamps, .or 
other forms suitable for conversion into manufactured articles. 

Barbed fence wire, wire rods, wire strands or wire rope, woven 
or manufactured for wire fencing and other kinds of wire suitable 
for fencing, including wire staples. 

Beef, veal, mutton, lamb, pork, and meats of all kinds, fresh, 
salted, pickled dried,smoked, dressed or undressed, prepared or pre- 
served in any manner; bacon, hams, shoulders, lard, lard compounds 
nd lard substitutes and sausage and sausage meats. 

Buckwheat flour, corn, meal, P aie flour, and semolina, rye flour 
bran, middlings and other offals of grain, oat meal and rolled oats, and 
ll prepared cereal foods; and biscuits, bread, 
similiar articles not sweetened. 

Timber, hewn, sided. or squared; round timber used for spars or 
in building wharves, shingles, laths, fencing posts, sawed boards, 
planks, deals and other lumber, rough or dressed, except boards 
planks, deals and other lumber of liggum-vitae, lacewood; ebony, box 
granadilla, mahogany, rosewood; satinwood and all other cabinet

This class is pointedly show up in the following fashion: A 
certain man hit-his toe against a pebble, and fell headlong to the 
zround. He was vexed, and under the infiuence of anger and self- 
sufficiency he kicked mother earth rather saucily. With imperturba- 
ble gravity he looked to see the earth dissolve itself and come to 
naught. But the earth remained and only his poor foot was injured in 
the encounter. This is the way of man. An article in the newspaper 
touches him in a weak spot and forthwith he sends to stop his paper. 
With great complacency he looks to see the crash, when he finds he 
only hit his toe against a world that does not perpetually feel the 
shock, and injures no one but himself. 

No sensible editor expects to please every body. Such an editor 
lays no claim to infallibility, and may at times even fall into error. 
But an outspoken, independent journal, aiming to support the 
right and attack the wrong, is such a power for good in any 
community that well-balanced minds will look over little faults in 
view of greater benefits conferred. An editor who is afraid to speak 
out on public questions for fear of offending somebody, may have an 
easy time of it; but he will never amount to much as a leader of 
opinion. Thoughtful people will generally honor independence; and 
for every subscriber lost in battling for the right he will likely find 
two to take the place. This is according to the law of compensation.

Delegates to the number of several 
thousand were in attendance, to say 
nothing of the numerous visitors who 
were attracted here to learn the value 
of good roads and hear the various 
topies discussed.

In oth- 
er Words, the railroads paid. and con- 
trolled them. 

New Hampshire, California and New 
Jersey were conspicuous examples of 
vrefiroea “boséism” and control, but 
ne state ever suffered the absolute 
eontrol that was exercised by them ir 
Alabama. Judge Jones before he 
was legislator and afterwards, before 
he..was goveruér and afterwards, be 
fore he was meémber of the constitu 
tional convention and afterwards be 
fere he was judge (there will be nc 
afterwards), was in their employ. His 
partner was thé hired man of the rail- 
roads, whose entire business was to 
manage the policies and politics of 
the State. He was paid a large sal- 
ary, and was prompted by every con- 
trolling influéencé not to practice be 
fore the courts, Bt to practice during 
the legislataré, and in political meet- 
tinge, and to fix the sentiment of the 
political leaders throughout the State. 

Inside of Judge Jones’ office, as 
shown by thé co-partnership, and

Roosevelt, who appointed him judge. 
Quetes Roosevelt. 

In a recent article on the judiciary, 
Mr, Roosevelt writes: 

“It is immensely to the popular in- 
terest that the judge shall pay heed to 
his conscience first-of all, and shall 
show personal independence, no less. 
than broad and generous sympathy 
with popular needs and wishes. But 
I also feel that in our country, when a 
great question of policy arises, and 
when, not by snap judgment—not by 
any trick, not in response to any: sud- 
den emotion—but as the evident ez- 
pression of permanent popular will— 
the people have determined what °a 
given policy is, it should be. earried 
into effect. The men who denounce 
the free and fair criticism of the ju- 
diciary, the frank expression of pop- 
ular opinion, necessary te produce this 
result, are themselves doing all 
their power to render necessary the 
adoption of some more direct method 
of popular control.” 

“Judge Newman, about the same 
time that Judgé Jones granted the in- 
junction in Alabama, refused to grant 
the injunction in Georgia. Notwith- 
standing the rates in Georgia were 
very much lower than in Alabama, he 
ordered that the railroads try the 
rates and then come back. They did 
so, and did not come back. The same 
party tried to get an injunction before 
Judge Shelby, and he declined to 
grant it, and yet in both instances 
they had the same stereotyped oath 
of confiscation and destruction. 
lowa the same statement, “confisca- 
tion and destruction,” was before 
Judge Brewer, and he ordered the 
rates tried. 

The appella‘e court, sitting at New 
Orleans, on the appeal from the de- 
cision of Judge Jones granting the 
injunction, ordered the rates tried, 
and now, after two years’ trial, there 


| ig no unenvironed man in Alabama 


who believes that the rates are not 
fair and compensatory. 

The railroads have been controll- 
ing our law, legislature and adminis- 
tration so far as related to them, and 
no one knows this any better than 
Judge Jones. 

Governor Woodrow Wilson, a man 
whom many people think is big and 
good enough to be President (and / 
agree with them), in.a recent speech 
said that “the most dangerous propo- 
sition is for the public service corpo- 
rations, the interests, to control the 
law, the legislature and adjudication.” 

Among the framers of the original 
Federal constitution, Charles Pinck- 
ney, Mercer and Dickinson spoke 
against giving courts power to set 
aside legislative acts. Edmund Ran- 
dolph, Gerry and Mason refused to 
sign the conStitution, partly. on .. the 
ground that no limit was set to judi- 
celal power. Madison declared that the 
legislature was as fit an interpreter 
of the constitution as the courts. The 
doctrine that the courts, as sole inter- 
preters of the constitution, may annul 
legislative acts was described by Jef- 
ferson as a “very dangerous doctrine 
indeed, and one that would place us 
under the. despotism of an oligarchy!” 
Were these men Socialists? The very 
doctrine of initiative, referendum and 
recall now being whispered through- 
out the country is the-result of what 
these statesmen foresaw—a judge 
with abberations, who loves to place 
himself in spectacular injunction 
against the will of an entire people 
as. expressed in the legislature. 

The position that Judge Jones occu- 
pies in these matters is of vital im- 
portance, not only to Alabama, but is 
fast marking the necessity of a civil 
revolution. 

A minor Federal judge in recent 
speech likened the decision of a court 
to a tailor cutting cloth to make.a gar- 
ment to. fit a man, and stated that-he 
made his decision, or garment, to fit 
a man. He told the truth, and that 
is the danger from some of our life- 
long. appointees to the Federal judi- 
clary. with their immense power, be 
cause if, on account of any peculiaf 
environment, they in cutting cloth, cut 
it to fit a man or interest, and NOT 
to fit the PEOPLE, then there is the 
concreteness of the people naked, and 
the interest clothed, and by the law. 
And as prognosticated by the fathers, 
sooner or later a government of aris- 
tocrats and oligarchs, and in turn 
“Cromwellians” or “Roundheads,” in 
France revolutionists or ‘“Sanseu- 
lottes,” in Mexico “Maderos” and in- 
surrectos, and in our own country So 
cialists, demagogues, insurgents, ini- 
tiatives,. referendums and _ recalls. 
These conditions are the very last 
that the interests want. A thousand 
times better for every interest, per- 
sonal and property, of the. state and 
people, that these hard-fought legisla- 
tive restrictions should stand. It is 
most dangerous for a judge, no matter 
what. power put the ermine on him, 
to attempt to cut the economic cloth 
to fit a man.

EXCELLENT CONDITION 


Mr. Malcom A. Oates, Chief Dep- 
uty to Jail Inspector Oates of Mo- 
bile, -wasin Clanton last Monday 
for the purpose of inspecting Chil- 
ton county’s jail. After a thor- 
ough inspection he informed the 
PRESS man that our jail was con- 
siderably above the average. He 
proposes in his report to commend 
Sheriff Jones, Deputy Smitherman 
and the Commissioners Court, for 
the cleanly mauner in which the 
jail is kept and the almost perfect 
surroundings. But one adverse 
criticism is to be made. Mr. Oates 
insists that there should be install- 
ed a system of hot water for the 
jail. -We understand that the 
Commissioners Court has been 
thinking for some time of placing 
hot water in the jail, so that even 
this criticism if deferred a few 
weeks, will be unnecessary. 

With hot water installed it will 
not be necessary to keep up the 
dangerous stoves now used for 
heating the jail. Then besides, 
every cot, or bunk, or hammock 
can be thoroughly cfeansed each 
day or week as necessity requires 
and without extra cost or labor.

Remember that it is the duty of the 
Tax Assessor to fix the value of the 
property assessed by him, and that itis 
neither the duty nor the privilege of 
the taxpayer to fix the value of his prop- 
erty for the purpose of assessment. If

Perhaps there is no-more popu- 
lar man in the postal service than 
is “Mard” McKee, ashe 1s familiarly 
known by his friends. 

For some weeks ht has employed 
a motorcycle for the delivery of 
mail and it is supposed that the 
constant shaking up caused by the 
machiné super-induced the attack. 

This may be true and it may not 
but it is certain that the machine, 
togother with the rough roads 
‘over which the postal carriers have 
to travel; are not conductive to 
good health. 

However, there is an explana- 
tion for the attack given by Mr. 
McKee toa few friends several | an 
days previous to the attack which 
may, to some degree clear the 
seeming mystery. He stated that 
some days previous to the unfor- 
tunateattack, he was going upa 
steep hill at full: speed and that 
when about half way up, the rear 
wheel of his machine became en- 
tangled with a grape vine which 
locked the wheel and threw him 
head first over the machine, he a- 
lighting squarely upon his head.

Inthe spring, as the days begin to

Bansas Statton. Enumerates Six- 
ee rere Sree aay a te 
Commonly Made in 
Swine. 


“(By J. L. STANTON, Kansas Station.) 


It is a mistake for one inexperi- 
enced to undertake the feeding of 
hogs unless he expects to, make a 
study of it and improve upon his mis- 
takes. 

It is a mistake for the city farmer 
living in. town to trust his hogs to 
the average hired man. He is not 
likely to make a success. of it. ~~ 

It is a mistake to try to raise hogs

» Six to eight ounces of Paris green, 
should be used to each 50 gallons of 
spray. In using arsenate of lead 2 
pounds to 50 gallons of- spray, in mist 
sprays, has given us the best results. 
In«mist sprays about 3 gallons were 
sprayed on each tree (nine-year-old 
trees of fair size). Some trees were 
ten to twelve years old. One and one~ 
fourth pounds of arsenate of lead 
gave splendid yesults in drench 
sprays with high pressure. In drench

spray 5 to 6 gallons ‘were sprayed on 
each tree, which would make about 
the same amount of poison as in the 
mist spray. — 

Arsenate of lead has proven su- 
perior to Paris: green in all the tests. 
It costs more, but the extra saving of 
fruit will make up the difference in 
cost. Both Paris green and arsenate 
of lead, when thoroughly applied, will 
produce’ a high per cent. of clean 
fruit. 

Results of careful tests show that 
over 99 per cent. of worm-free fruit 
is possible on the picked apples by 
spraying with arsenate of lead, and 
over 98% per cent., counting all the 
apples that drop during the summer. 
The mist sprays with Paris green, 6 
ounces to 50 gallons, produced as high 
as 961% per cent. of clean fruit on the 
picked apples, and 95 per cent., count: 
ing the dropped apples. 

- In using -elther poison the utmost 
care should be taken to have the 
exact amount desired. Wither poison 
should be thoroughly mixed in a little 


water before putting in the spray.

‘farm. «The elder sister, the school- 
ma’‘am, prepared the’ ‘ground and 
planted;several acres of corn with her 
own hands, besides Maines! ‘out other 


crops. The two high school girls 
rolled up their sleeves and made full 
hands on the farm. 

The three of ther plowed corn, 
milked cows, delivered cream, har- 
vested wheat and oats, cut 30 acres of 
alfalfa.three cuttings, put up a lot of 
prairie hay, raised corn that made 50 
bushels to the acre and performed 
every bit of the farm work unassast- 
ed. Not a man was seen on the Griem 
place all summer. When their father 
was able to be out they pointed to 
granaries full of corn and wheat, the 
barns, housing fat cattle and sleek 
horses, .and the bank account intact. 
They were proud of the fact that they 
did not pay out a dollar ‘to men to 
achieve ‘this record.

that. figure, as they usually do, the turkey grower 
should feel well satisfied with his occupation. 
Now, as a matter of fact, there are few sections

eight cents that Uncle Sam’s expert has set down 
as a figure that will yield a profit. Of course, 
the farmer who can sell his turkeys direct to 
housewives can get from 25 cents per pound up— 
according to the state of the market and the 
quality of the fowl—but even the growers who 
market through commission merchants, as- most 
of them do, ought to net from 16 to 20 cents per 
‘pound, providing the sales agent is not allowed 
to pocket’ more than his share of the sales price.

Most of the walls of the canyon rise 
to the incredible height of 5,000 to 
6,000 feet, and display every variety 
of curving ridge and ravine, of fell 
precipice and rocky gorge. 
Fully 100 tourists, en route to Cali- 
fornia, daily ’switch off here for a view 
of the Titan of Chasms—the most 
gigantic example of erosion on the 
globe. The marble and gigantic walls 
of this stupelidous water-worn trench 
are from 1,000 to 6,500 feet high, often 
very precipitous and - perpendicular, 
sculptured into wildly fantastic forms, 
and brilliantly tinted in deep red and 
yellow; brown-and gray, purple and 
black. The canyon is about 240 miles 
long; ‘and, through the rocky- gorge, 
the. work of centuries, the turbulent 
tyer’ winds its way with varying de- 
gcent, The channel contracts and then 
expands—a tortuous ribbon of silver, 
whose boundaries of objects, though 
gigantic in size, are lost to-sight in the 

magnificent environments, 

Scene of Splendor. : 

In some places these huge cliffs fair- 
ly overhang the water, and the boat- 
man, looking upward, can see but a 
narrow strip of blue sky. Frequently 
elouds gather over the top of the 
gorge, and one floats along in dark- 
ness. From the rim above, the rush- 
ing and the whitening of the waters 
below may be seen, but the distance is 
sO great that no sound is ever heard.

N CONDUCTING-a great modern 
military campaign there-are plen- 
ty of problems to solye besides 
those of generalship. The feeding 
of such vast hosts of men fs of it- 

self a gigantic task, and as it has been 
said that “an army advances on its 
stomach,” this is-one of the most. im- 
portant problems conffohting -com- 
manders. 

The probable size of a modern battle- 
fleld has been the subject of discussion 
recently among.German military ex- 
perts, who have -been stimulated there- 
to by a book by General Falkenhausen, 
one of the most eminent authorities 
on land war strategy. The conclusions 
at which the participants in this inter- 
esting debate arrive, says a Berlin cor- 
respondent, reveal to the uninitiated 
the amazing dimensions which a2 battie- 
field in a twentieth century war would 
assume. : = 

General Falkenhausen discusses the 
theoretical case of an army of 1,38v,- 
000 meniengaged in battle with a rival 
of approximately the same number, 
and ‘he says that the operations would 
extend over an area fully 200 miles 
from side to side,-and not less than 
150 miles deep—that is, from the rear 
of one army to the rear of the enemy. 
But an army of 1,250,000 soldiers 
would be a comparatively small one 
in an up-to-date warfare, for forces—-of 
this numérical strength took the field 
so long ago as the Franco-German 
campaign in 1870, since when marvel- 
ous developments in military matters 
have ensued. Ina struggie between 
two great European military powers it 
is quite possible and, indeed, probable, 
that each of the opposing forces would 
number something like 3,000,000 
troops, for Germany, France, Russia 
and Austria-Hungary are all capable 
of sending such armies to the front 
without touching their respective last 
lines of reserves. 

Battie’s Area 150,000 Square Miles. 

If two such mighty armies were en- 
gaged in battle the fleld of their op- 
erations would probably extend quite 
50 miles from side to side, while the 
distance from the rear of one force to 
the rear of the other could hardly be 
less than 80 miles. Thus the battle 
fleld would have am area of 150,000 
square miles. 

When Frederick the Great fought 
his ‘battles in the eighteenth century 
the field of operations never extended 
more than four miles ‘from’ side. to 
side, and in the Russo-Japanese war, 
when, owing to the great. distance 
from the:respective bases; there were 

- never more than thre or four hundred 
thousand troops simultaneously in ac- 
tion, the battlefields remained limited 
in extent. Will the generals of the 
future be equal to the almost. superhu- 
man task of directing operations ex- 
tending over such immense areas? 
Every army must have a commander 
in chief, and that generalissimo must

complicated machinery bregk down 
under the stress of actual hostilities? 

All these questions are occupying 
the minds of German experts, but only 
“ga War can supply a conclusive reply to 
them. There is, however, a strong in- 
clination among many. competent. 
judges to regard the countless iegions 
of the great powers as inefficient - be- 
‘cause it is-thought that- they are too 
big and unwieldy to be handled with 
facility, and because no, human brain 
can surmount the difficulties of direct- 
ing their movements with precision. 

‘Problem of Feeding Mitions, 

As the great army.moved forward 
something like 5,000 field bakeries, 
would have ‘to be constructed for use 
every day, and as these are -under- 
ground and created by excavating 
earth, extensive -areas of country 
would be honeycombed by these holes, 
involving both damage to landowners 
and farmers and danger to all pedes- 
trians in those regions. Soldiers do 
not live by bread alone, and the sup- 
ply of other provisions for an army of 
3,000,000 would strain the resources of.

The. effect 
Was a pause in stock market activity 
and a recession in prices. 


So many extraordinary demands up- 
On the money market have been met! 
during the year without ruffling its 
ease that the signs of diminishing 
supplies were rather neglected until 
@ rise in rates gave warning. 


The movement of currency the pre 
ceding week, although known to be 
on a scale sufficient to tax the availa- 
ble bank surplus, carried the cal] loan 
rate until changed to the end of that 
week. With the opening of last 
week, however, and the persistence of 
there came 
some displacement of credits and 
shifting of loans, which led to higher 
Dids. 

The exportation of gold and the 
‘December mongy settlements were 
held responsible for the change. What 
indicated there might be a less tran- 
sitory case was a hardening at the’ 
same time of the rates for time mon 
ey here and of private discount ratog 
abroad. 

It had been assumed that New 
York bank credits to foreign borraw- 
ers would prove readily available to 
meet any home need as it arose. 


The response of the foreign money 
markets to the fall in exchange at 
New York gives intimation of an un- 
willingness to relinquish many re 
sources at hand. In consequence, a 
question arises about any probable 
relaxation of money markets until the 
turn of the year. 

The assembling of congress this 
week for the long session brought in- 
to closer consideration a factor 
which is expected to prove a disturb- 
ing element for some time. 

The possible consequence. of the 
proposed revision of the tariff or of 
other legislation affecting the busi- 
ness interests of the country were re- 


garded as of sufficient importance to 


cause a restriction of demand. 

The incessant din of the trust 
question, fed by committee inventiga- 
tion from both houses of congress, 
and the coming report of the railroad 
securities commission, aided to keep 
political lamps burning. 

The week brought further evidence 
of better business conditions. The 
buying of pig iron was much more 


aggressive, and there was a continu- 


ance of the brisk demand for some 
lines of railroad equipment. Reports 
of railway earnings in October show- 
ed no uniform tendency. In seyeral 
cases railroads traversing the same 
general sections of the country ex- 
hibited results which were at vari- 
ance with each otha. 

There were, however, a number of 
striking gains in some cases effected 
by reduction of expenses. | 

Business on the stock exehange 
showed a substantial expansion last 
month, as compared with the previous 
month,* both in stocks and in bonds. 
‘The par value of-bond sales in No 
‘yember rose to above $%s,000,000, 
which was exceeded in that month 
only four times previously. 

The extent of the month's rise in 


prices of stocks in itself suggested a 


pause such as occurred: last week.

Clitz, who was a major 
in the regular service, 
and who rose'to the rank « 
of a brigadier general-of 
volunteers while in the 
Union army during the~ 
Civil war. Old.army of-. 
ficers remember Clitz 
well, but . possibly  mil- 
lions of civilians havé 
well nigh forgotten him. After the short 
official story of his service written on 
the now timestained paper hidden 
away in a vault of the war depart- 
ment, these words appear: “Mysteri- 
ously disappeared in the year 1888.” 
The disappearance of Henry B. Clitz 
is one of the mysteries of army life. 
On other records in the war de 
partment are brief official lines, also 
on time-stained paper, telling of the 
career: of Jasper A. Maltby, colonel 
of the Forty-fifth [Illinois infantry, 
more familiarly 
known in the darker 
days of the country’s 
history as the “Wash- 
burn’s Lead Mine 
Regiment.” Maltby’s 
name was brought 
back not long ago 
sharply to memory 
by the death of his { 
widow in St. Luke’s 
hospital, Chicago. She 
was a little snow-hair- 
ed woman who had 
borne life’s burdens 
for just the time al- 
lotted by the Psalm- 
ist. During the days 


ill at the hospital of 
the Beloved Physi- 
cian, if her eyes wan- 
dered about the walls 
of her room, it is 
probable that for the 
first time in many 
years when within 
any room ehosen, by 
her as an abiding 
place, they failed to 
rest upon the folds of 
an American flag. 


The stories of Gen- 
erals Clitz and Malt- 
by ' were stories of 
sterling patriosism, of 
action and of wounds 
received in the dis- 
charge of duty. Mys- 
tery has added its in- 
terest to the life’s 
story of Major Clitz, 
perhaps one should 
say to his death’s 
story, though there 
is always a possibil- 
ity that ata great 
age the major some- 


where in some condition still has left in him a 
spark of the spirit of life which moved him to 
soldier deeds. 

Recently a brigadier general of the regular 
service, many years retired, came to Waskington. 
In the lobby of a hotel he met a veteran as griz- 
zled and wrinkled as he, but still of an upright 
physical bearing. The general looked at the 
man a moment actually aghast and then with 
words that. came out in the disorder of a “route 
step” gasped: : 

“John I heard you were dead. 
have thought of meeting Clitz.” 

The two had been svbalterns in Clitz’s— regi- 
ment during the Civil war and after, and had 
loved him. It was perhaps the flashing thought 
of an anniversary of a disappearance at hand 
that sent the returned soldier’s thought to Major 
Clitz when in the lobby of a Washington hotel 
he met the former comrade, who he had heard 
was dead. The army archives bear no stranger

Henry B. Clitz of Michigan entered West Point .

Clitz went into the Mexican 
war and won praise on the field and a brevet 
rank afterward for conspicuous gallantry at Cer- 
ro Gordo. Clitz was a fighter. He proved this 
fact every time he had a chance, and during, his 
forty-five years of service he had chances in 
plenty.

Whatever may be said for free 
trade theosretically—and it is much— 
in point of fact we are so enmeshed 


| im: a complexity of protection, and 
millions of people are s0 dependent 


on it for existence, or think they are, 
that tariff reform must be handled 


‘with care. 


But that is no good excuse for dila- 
tory and mincing measures in cases 
where proteetion is clearly unneces- 
Safy and serves no better purpose 
than that of shielding monopoly and 
extortion. 

Where it. is shown that, a protected 
Ameriran product is continually and 
increasingly sold abroad at a lower 
price than is exacted at home, the 
proof that’ protection is no longer 
needed is conclusive. 

There is no need of watting for a 
board to find out the comparative cost 
of production here and elsewhere. 
No wrong will be done by withdraw- 
ing aJl protection'‘in any such .case. 

But here the condition that con- 
fronts us calls for prompt and de- 
cisive action. The industries con- 
cerned have become: the most power- 
ful and arrogant of all. They influ- 
ence the greatest number of voters— 
employes and others. They fill party 
campaign treasuries. They own party 
bogses. 

‘It is an inevitable condition where 
protection has been too long con- 
Wnued, and theg,rotected have grown 
fnscrupulous as’ well as strong. The 


.victims must meet it by a preemptory 


demand for the immediate rescinding 
of all tariff privileges enjoyed by the 
extortioners. They must insist that 
they shall no longer be robbed by 
those to whose enormous wealth they 
have been forced to contribute.—Chi- 
fago Journal. 


2VINCE TOO MUCH INTEREST 


Steel Trust Philanthropy at Its Best 
Ig Exemplified In Recent 
Transactions. ~- 

Defenders of the steel trust have 
placed much emphasis on the asser- 
tion that-it never has used its vast 
power to the disadvantage of inde- 
pendent manufacturers, who, they 
declare, have been “ permitted to 
grow ard prosper, 

According to these apologists, the 
Steel corporation is a model of dis- 
interested philanthropy. So far from 
seeking to monopolize the steel 
trade of the country, ‘it continually 
is devising some means of assisting 
its smaller competitors to make 
their business profitable. 

Some recent statistics supply cer- 
tain details. of this philanthropic . pol- 
icy which may prove interesting. 

For instance, there is in the Du- 
luth, Missabe- & Northern railroad, 
which runs from Duluth to the iron 
ranges of northern Minnesota. In 
connection with another road, which 
is ‘under the same ownership, this 
line carries one-half of-all the iron 
ore used in the United States. 

Some conception of the rates that 
are chargéd for thts service may be 
formed when it is stated that this 
road~ paid dividends of 150 per cent 


.the first year after its control pass- 


ed to the steel trust, as compared 
with 6 per, cent the year preceding. 
It paid 145 per cent in 1909. 

This concern, consequently, is not 
greatly interested in the matter of 
rates. It merely takes the money 
from one pocket to put it in another. 

But how about: the independents? 
The rate that.makes such enormous 
profits possible is a tax on their bus- 
iness. which operates in favor of the 
steel trust, exactly as the tariff

The Anti-Trust Law—The Supreme 
Court Decisions. 


In May last the Supteme court handed 
fown decisions in the suits in equity 
brought by the United Stdtes te enjoin 
the further maintenance of the Standard 
Oil- trust and of the American ‘Tobacco 
trust, and to secure their dissolution. The 
decisions are epoch-making and serve to 
advise the business world authoritatively 
of the scope and operation of the anti- 
trust law of 1890. The decisions do not 
depart in any substantial way from the 
previous decisions of the court in constru- 
Ing and applying this important statute, 
but they clarify those important decisions 
by further defiriing the already admitted 
exceptions to the literal construction of: 
the act. By the decrees, they furnfsh a 
useful precedent as to the proper method 
of dealing with the capital and property 
of illegal. trusts. These decisions sug- 
gest the need and wisd of additional 
or supplemental legisla to make it 
gasier for the entire bus community 
to square with the rule of action and 
legality thus finally established and to 
preserve the benefit, freedom and spur 
ef reasonable competition without loss of 
real efficiency or progress. } 


No Change In the Rule of Decision— 
“Merely in Form of Expression. 


. The statute in its first section declares 
to be illegal “every contract, combination 
in the form of trust or otherwise, or con- 
spiracy, in restraint of trade or com- 
Merce among the several states or with 
foreign nations,” and in the second, de- 
tlares guilty of a misdemeanor every per- 
son who shall monopolize or attempt ‘to 
monopolize or combine or conspire with 
any other person to monopolize any part 
of the trade or commerce of the several 
states or with foreign nations.” 

In two early cases, where the statute 
was invoked to enjoin a transportation 
Agreement between interstate raflroad 
companies, it was held that it was no de- 
fense to show that the agreement as to 
rates complained of was reasonal at com- 
mon law, because it was said that. the 
statute was directed against all. con- 
tracts and combinations in restraint of 
trade whether reasonal at common law 
or not. It was plain from. the record, 
however, that the contracts complained 
of in those cases would not have been 
deemed reasonable at common law. 

It has been said that the court, by in- 
troducing into the construction of the 
statute common law distinction’, has 
emasculated it. This is obviously untrue. 
By its judgment every contract and com- 
bination in restraint of interstate trade 
made with the purpose, or necessary ef-. 
fect of controlling prices by stifling com- 
petition, or of establishing in whole or in 
part a monopoly of such trade, is con- 
demned by. the statute. The most ex- 
treme critiics cannot instance a case that 
ought to be condemned under the statute 
which is not brought within its terms as 
thus construed. . 

The sugestion is also made that the Su- 
preme court by its decisions in the last 
two cases has committed to the court the 
undefined and unlimited discretion to de- 
termine. whether a case of restraint of 
trade is within the terms of the statute. 
This is wholly untrue. A-reasonable re- 
straint of trade at common law is well 
understood and is clearly defined. It does 
not rest in the diacretion of the court. It 
must be limited to acomplish the purpose 
of a lawful main. contract to which, in 
order that it shall be enforceable at all, 
it must be incidental. -If it exceeds the 
needs of that contract it is void. 


The Remedy in Equity by Dissolution. 


In the Standard Oil case the Supreme. 
and circuit courts found the combination 
to be a monopoly of the interstate busi- 
ness of fefining, transporting, and mar- 
keting petroleum and .its products, effect- 
ed and maintained .through thirty-seven 
different corporations, the stock. of which 
was held by a New Jersey company.

Size of New Companies. 


Objection was ‘made by certain inde- 
pendent tobacco companies ‘that this set- 
tlement was unjust because it left com- 
panies with very large capital in active 
business, and that the set ent that 
would be effective’ té put allo an equal- 
ity would be a division of the capital and 
plant of the trust into small fractions in 
amount more nearly equal to that of 
of the independent companies. This con- 
tention results from a misunderstanding 
of the anti-trust law owe its purpose. 
It is not intended -thereb: to prevent the 
accumulation of large Min. 
énterprises in which such ‘a combination 
can secure reduced cost of production, 
sale and distribution.. It is directly 
against such an aggregation of capital 
only when its purpose is that of stifling 
competition, enhancing or controlling 
prices and establishing a monopoly. If 
we shall have by the decree: defeated these 
Purposes and restored competition be- 
tween the large units into which the cap- 
ital and plant-have been divided, we 
shall have accomplished the useful pur- 
pose of the statute. ’ 


Confiscation Not the Purpose of the 
Statute. 


It fs not thé§purpose of the statute to 
confiscate the property and capital of the 
offending trusts. Methods of punishment 
by fine or imprisonment of the individual 
offenders, by fine of the corporation, oF 
by forfeiture. of its goods in transporta- 


tion, ‘are ‘provided, but the proceeging inf att should be prohibited from acquire 


ing and holding stock in other corporas |: 
tions, (except for special reasons, upon |, 


equity is a specific remedy to stop the 
operation of the trust by injunction and 
prevent the future use of the plant«and 
capital in violation of the atatute. 

I venture-to say that not in the history 
of American law has a decree more ef- 
fective for such a purpose been entered 
by a court than that against the Tobacco 
trust. - 


Common-Stock Ownership. 


It has-been assumed that the present 
pro-rata and common ownership in all 
these ‘companies by former gtockholders 
of the trust weuld insure a \1ntinuance 
of the same old single control\,f all the 
companies into which the trust has: by 
decree been disintegrated. This is er- 
roneous and is based upon the assumed in- 
efficacy and innocuousness of judicial in- 
junctions.

Southern. 


Following a session of the entomol- 
ogists of the South, who, in com- 
pany with a number of transportation 
men and prominent manufacturers, 
have been discussing in Atlanta the 

. best possible way to quarantine the 
boll weevil, a permanent organization 
was formed by the entomologists and 
a number of recommendations were 
adopted. The recommendations, de- 
signed to meet modern conditions, re- 
move lint cotton from the quarantine 
list, one of the most important 
changes effected since the first agree- 
ment between the Southern entomolo- 
gists, made in 1892. Dr. W. E. Hinds 
of Alabama will be permanent presi- 
dent of the organization, while A, F. 
Conradie of South Carolina will hold 
the office of secretary. The last meet- 
ing was held in the office of State En- 
tomologist E. Lee Worsham. 


Two negroes and one young negress 
were burned to death by a mob of 
white land tentnts, who objected to 
occupancy of land by colored people, 
near Savannah, Tenn., according to 
meager reports. The lynching is said 
to have occurred ten miles from Clif- 
ton, Tenn., in the vicinity of Bob’s 

’ Landing. ‘THe three negroes were 
traveling to a gin with a load of seed 
cotton. They wer ewaylaid, held up 
and tied to the wagon-load of cotton, 
“t is said, and the mob, after building 
a fire beneath the wagon, stood guard 
until the wagon was consumed. 

The’ principal mill of the Wilson 
Cypress company, one of the most 
important concerns in the state of 
Florida, was destroyed by fire causing 
a loss of many thousands of dollars 
and throwing 500 men out of employ- 
ment at Palatka, Fla. The loss was 
covered by insurance. 


General. 
The American ‘Tobacco company 
nounced that the various percentages 


of stock in its old subsidiary compa- 
nies is to be divided among the 
trust’s common stockholders. An- 
nouncement was also made that the 
holder of each share of common stock 
in the trust would be entitled to pur- 
chase at. part 214964—401824 of a 
share of stock of the P. Lorillard 
company, two of the new companies. 

Beginning with next year, every 
girl pupil in the New York public 
schools will end the school year with 
a certificate that she can-swim. A 
course of lessons in various natato- 
riums throughout the city will qual- 
ify the students for certificates, Three 
women instructors in swimming have 
been appointed, and four more will 
be selected shortly. The work of in- 
struction will be in charge of Miss 
Adelaide Trapp, who holds the wom- 
en’s long distance record for swim- 
ming in local waters. 

Dissolution of the Seaboard com- 
pany, the holding concern of the Sea- 
poard Air Line railway, is to follow 
the recent sale to a banking syndi- 
cate of $6,700,000 five per cent. 
bonds. The Seaboard company was 
chartered and organized in 1905 un- 
der the laws of New Jersey for the 
specific purpose of reorganizing the 
then insolvent Seaboard Air Line. A 
special meeting of stockholders of 
the Seaboard company to act on the 
company’s dissolution will be held 6n 
January 3, 2. :

The scope of .the investigation un- 
dertaken by thé Federal grand jury 
in Les Angeles and theone in: In- 
dianapolis, Ind., so far as could be 
learned, has not been sharply defined.

Washington. 


The battleship Maine was blown 
up in Havana harbor by an explosion 
from the outside. This is the gist 
of a short statement issued by the 
navy department based on findings 
made by the joint army and navy 
board, which spent several months in 
Havana harbor investigating the 
wreck. The statement was as fol- 
lows: “The board finds that the i- 
juries to the bottom of the Maine 
were caused by the explosion of a 
charge of low form of explosives ex- 
terior to the ship, between frames 28 
and 31, strake B, port side.

New: York:—Bradstreet’s review of 
trade says: 

Expansion in holiday trade, clear- 
ance sales by jobbers, which have at- 
tracted numerous buyers; a seasona- 
ble good trade in staple lines at re- 
tail, notwithstanding higher tempera- 
tures; firmer prices for finished steel 
and activity in pig iron are the chief 
favorable developments of the week. 

Wholesale trade has become some- 
what quiet, largely on account of the 
approaching holidays, while salesmen 
are being gradually withdrawn from 
the road. Buying for spring is still 
marked by more or less conservatism, 
Southern points being especially con- 
spicuous in this respect. Fair activ: 
ity is noted in dry goods for future 
delivery, revisions of bleached cot- 
tons and wide sheeting have served 
to bring out a pretty good volume of 
business and mills making heavy 
goods receiving liberal orders, but ir- 
regularity in prices in cotton yarns 
leads to the belief that commission 
houses are carrying rather large 
stocks. Orders for dress goods for 
spring are coming out, and it is stated 
that demand is for the finer grades, 
while a similar statement comes from 
manufacturers of.men’s wear.

Tatt Informs Body What Has Geen. 
Done in Premises—Joint : 
. Resolution Next. 


Washingten.—In a special message 
sent to the senate President Taf\ 
advised that body that on December 
15 he instructed Curtis Guild, Amer- 
ican ambassador at St. Petersburg, 
‘to inform the Russian government 
of our desire tq abrogate the existing 
treaty of 1832. This instruetion was 
carried out by Ambassador Guild on 


December 17. 

The president’s communication is 
addressed to the senate alone. 

Under the notice to [nasia, and un. 
der the terms of the treaty-itself the 
abrogation will be effective January 
1, 1913. The president’s message was 
read in the senate in open session. 
He stated he took the matter up with 
the Russian ambassador in this city 
December 15. The official declara- 
tion of the intention to abrogate the 
treaty did not reach the government 
until December 17. 


Senator Lodge presented a resolu- 
tion in the nature of a substitute for 
the Sulzer measure. It recited that 
the president had on December 15 
caused to be presented to the impe- 
rial Russian government notice that 
the treaty would be abrogated. The 
resolution approved the action, de- 
claring the treaty between the two 
countries no longer (_ 3 responsive to 
the political principles or commer- 
tial needs of either. President Taf 
no copies of his document to the ca’ 
ital, and none was given out at th. 
White -House. 


The committee 
eluded: , 


“Therefore be it resolved by the 
senate and house, That the notice 
given by the president of the United 
States to the empire of Russia _ to 
terminate the said treaty, is hereby 
adopted and ratified.” 


What effect the denunciation will 
have upon the rates of duty imposed 
upon both sides is problematical. The 
treaty guaranteed minimum tariff du- 
ties on American commodities enter- 
ing Russia, and it might be inferred 
the renunciation would automatically 
bring into force the Russian makxr- 
mum tariff, wh.ch practically is pro- 
hibitive, and would thus involve the 
probable total loss of the present $50, 
000,000 trade with Russia. 


It is not clearly outlined to the 
state department officials, however, 
that the Russian maximum tariff 
would become applicable to American 
goods without the duma’s action, and 
in’ any event it is pointed out a full 
year must elapse before the duties 
can be changed, a period sufficient to 
afford an opportunity to rearrange an 
agreement to save commerce from 
destruction.

Notes From Foreign Lands, Through- 
out the Nation and Particularly 
the Great South. 


Southern. 

More than eight hundred members 
and guests of the New York Southern 
society listened to the speeches de- 
livered at their annual banquet in 
New York by Champ Clark, speaker 
of the house of representatives; Os- 
car W. Underwood, chairman of the 
ways and means committee of the 
‘house, and Judson W. Clements, 
chairman of the interstte commerce 
commission. Speaker Clark confined 
his remarks to the future of the South 
and predicted that it would some day 
be the most thickly settled portion of 
the United States. 

' §pecial dispatches from Paris and

Teheran,

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
ARRANGES FOR PRIMARY 


, DATE SET FOR APRIL Ist, 1912 


CANDIDATES SHOULD GET BUSY 


The Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee of Chilton County met in 
called session last Saturday and 
formulated rules for the holding 
of a primary election for the selec- 
tion of candidates to be voted for 
at the’ approaching general elec- 
tion. As this is a year for the 
selection of a President, Supreme 
Court Judges, Congressmen and 


other .officers of high rank, the 
interest in the approaching pri- 


mary will doubtless be more 
marked than usual. The com- 
mitteé#wisely adopted the plan of 
“Jetting down the bars” so that all 
white men who wish may partici- 
pate in the primary. 

But the rules speak for them- 
selves, so we give them in full that 
all who are interested may become 


familiar with them. Here is the 


preamble and resolutions as adopt- 
ed, which conform to the rules 
layed down by the State Executive 
Committee:— 

Whereas, the State Executive 
Committee of the Democratic party 
of Alabama has heretofore set a 
date and prescribed rules and reg- 

ulations for a primary and a state 
convention for the selection of can- 
didates and delegates:— 

Therefore, be it resolved, by the 
Executive Committee of the Dem- 
ocratic party of Chilton County, in 
session this, the 23rd day of Dee- 
ember, 1911:— 

1st—That a: primary élection is 
hereby called to be held ia the 
several precints of said county, on 
MONDAY, -the FIRST day of 
APRIL, 1912, between the hours 
of Eight O’clock A. M. and Six 
O’clock P. M. by the Democratic 
party of said county, for the’selec- 
tion of such candidates and dele- 
gates as are required to be voted 
for at the general election in Nov- 
ember, 1912, and also for the selec- 
tion of delegates to attend the 
State Democratic Convention, to 
be held in the city of Montgomery 
on April 15th, 1912. 

2nd—That at said primary elec- 
tion there shall be nominated Four 
delegates and four alternate dele- 

gates to the said State Convention. 
3rd—That at said primary elec- 
tion a candidate for the democratic 
nomination for Congress from the 
Fourth Congressional District of 
Alabama, and a candidate for Con- 
gressman from the State at Large 
shall bs voted for in said county. - 

Ath: -That at said primary elec- 
tionthere shall be chosen a can- 
didate for the office of County Tax 
Collector, County Tax . Assessor, 
County Treasurer, County Superin- 
tendent of Education, County Cor- 
oner, one, candidate. for County 
/Commissioner from the Third: ‘and 
one candidate from the ~ Fourth 
Districts of said county respective- 
ly, two Justices of the Peace, one 
‘Constable,= and : two™ ihemiers | 
of the:Demoeratic Executive Com- 
mittee ‘of. the Said county. © 

—That. at: ‘said { primary aie | 
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not we hii ‘tweati y days tieons 
the date of election. 

7th—That for the purpose of 
holding said primary this com- 
mittee shall meet on Wednesday, 
the 20th day of March, 1912, to 
appoint Inspectors, Clerks and Re- 
turning Officers and to formulate 
such-further rules and regulations 
as under the direction of the State 
Executive Committee, or in the 
wisdom of this committee, may be 
deemed: proper and necessary. 

8th—That at said primary elec- 
tion each candidate for Tax Col- 
lector, Tax Assessor, Treasurer and 
Superintendent of Education shall 
have the right to name one person, 
not an inspector, clerk or returning 
officer, to be in and about the polls 
for the purpose of protecting the 
interests, under the laws of Ala- 
bama;, of all candidates to be voted 
for at this primary election. But 
this section shall not be construed 
to mean that other candidates 
shall not be permitted representa- 
tion at the polls or that any other 
person, entitled under the law to 
present, shall be excluded from 
the polls during said primary elec- 
tion. 

‘Qth—That each candidate for 
the office of Tax Collector, Tax 
Assessor, Treasurer and Superin- 
tendent of Education’ shall pay to 
to the chairman of this committee, 
not less than twenty days prior to 
the holding of said primary elec- 
tion, the sum of Five Dollars; each 
candidate for Coroner shall pay to 
said chairman the sum of Two 
Dollars, each candidate for Justice 
of the Peace shali pay~to said 
chairman the sum of Fifty Cents 
aud each candidate for Congress- 
man from the Fourth District or 
from the State-at-Large shall pay 
to said chairman the sum of Seven 
Dollars and Fifty Cents—unless 
otherwise ordered by the State or 
District Executive Committee. 

10—That at said primary election 
all WHITE voters of the county, 
who are under the law, entitled to 
vote in the General Election in 
November, are hereby invited to 
participate said primary election. 
It being the intention of this sec- 
tion to invite all white persons in 
the county of Chilton to participate 
in said primary election, whether 

they have heretofore voted with 
the Democratic party or not, pro- 
vided. such voters will obligate 
themselves to support the nomi- 
nees of said primary at the general 
election, and participation in said 
primary shall be considered as a 
pledge on the part of voters to so 
support said nominees, with or 
without signing an agreement to 
that effect. 

11—That the Committee shall 
meet on Wednesday, the THIRD 
day of April, for the purpose | of 
canvassing and declaring the re- 
sult of said primary election. 

In addition to formulating the 
above rules for the ov ment of 
the primary the commi e decided 
to meet on ‘Saturday, the SIXTH 
day of January for the purpose 
of transacting such business - as 
may come before it, and with 
special reference to the securing 
of poll tax payments by the voter's 
of the county. —

The duties are so ar- 
ranged as to keep out of the United 
States entirely woools of finer quali- |: 
ties which if imported might be used 
to displace the cheap substitutes now 
employed. President Taft calls atten- 
tion to these points and urges that 
a revision of the schedule i" pro- 
ceeded with at once. ° 


The federal government filed suit 
in the United States circuit court at 
Philadelphia against the Keystone 
Watch Case Company, declaring it an 
unlawful combination, in violation of. 
the Sherman anti-trust law, and ask- 
ing that it be restrained from car- 
rying on an alleged monopoly in the 
manufacture and sale of watch cases. 
The government declares that the 
company now “manufactures and 
sells 80 per cent of all watch cases 
manufactured and sold in the United 
States.”
